MUST GO TO JAIL IF HER 
ATTORNEYS FAIL TO 
MAKE GOOD 


Sentence to beFought 
to the End in the 
High Courts 


Cleveland, O., March 28. — Unless 
the higher court interferes Mrs. Cassie 
L. Chadwick will spend the greater 
part of the next ten years in the Ohio 
state penitentiary. 
A sentence of ten 
years was imposed on her by Judge 
Robert W. Tayler, in the United States 
district court. 
The sentence came at 
the close of a busy day for the court 
in hearing argum ents on a motion for 
e new trial, which lasted all day. The 
motion was overruled. Mrs. Chadwick 
w as convicted on seven counts and sen­ 
tenced upon six counts. 
For four of 
these counts a sentence of two years 
each w as imposed. Upon two counts a 
sentence of one year each was im­ 
posed, making a total sentence of ten 
years. 


D efen se Take* E x cep tio n s. 
As soon as the sentence w as 
pro­ 
nounced Attorney Dawley, of counsel 
for Mrs. Chadwick, took exceptions to 
the sentences upon each count, except 
the first count. The defense intends to 
allege th at the court cannot impose a 
separate sentence for each count; th at 
th e law applies to the general charge, 
instead of each incident of a general 
Charge. The various counts of the in­ 
dictm ent are considered by the 
de­ 
fense to refer only to details of the 
general offense. 
This point will also 
be contested in the higher court, as 
will the other points of the Chadwick 
trial which remitted in her conviction. 
The case will be contested to the lim­ 
it, and the final move will be made be­ 
fore the United States court of appeals 
at Cincinnati. 


Wa# R esign ed to H er F ate. 
The action of the court yesterday 
finally closed the Chadwick case as far 
as the Cleveland court is concerned, 
unless the unexpected happens and the 
higher court discharges the woman or 
orders a new trial. 
Mrs. Chadwick 
was not particularly affected by the ac­ 
tion of the court, as seemingly she had 
resigned herself to any action th at 
m ight be taken. 
W hen she was told 
th a t the motion for a new trial had 
been refused she merely nodded her 
head. 
W hen seen imm ediately after 
sentence had been pronounced 
Mrs. 
Chadwick replica! to a question: “W hat 
m ore can the world w ant to know 
about me now?” 


C rim e for W btch She Suffern. 
Mrs. Chadwick was indicted by the 
United States grand jury a t a special 
session ordered by Judge Francis J. 
M ing, who has since his retirem ent 
from the federal bench become her as­ 
sociate counsel on the charges. 
Both 
the president and cashier were jointly 
indicted with 
the woman who bor­ 
rowed thousands of dollars of the 
b an k ’s money. She was convicted un­ 
der the indictm ent in which she was 
changed with conspiracy with Beck­ 
w ith and Spear to certify her checks 
w hen she had no money in the bank. 
T his is a transaction prohibited by the 
government for the protection of the 
depositors and stockholders of a nation­ 
a l bank.

Lincoln, Neb., March 28.—The spe­ 
cial committee of the Nebraska state 
senate,

places two years longer, under a new 
four-years tenure plan, has asked for 
power to make arrests. 
This means, it is said, th at an offi­ 
cial of Omaha is to be arrested and 
brought before the bar of f the senate 
on the charge of acting as go-between 
for the person interested and a certain 
member of the legislature.

His escape.from death seemed alm ost 
miraculous. 
Three of his companions 
w ere rescued iu the tunnel and carried 
out, all painfully, but not seriously, in­ 
jured. 
The men w ere at work in the 
forw ard com partm ent of the railroad 
tunnel under the E ast river between 
Brooklyn and the battery, which is to 
be used eventually to connect the Man­ 
hattan subway lines with 
Brooklyn 
subway lines. 
Two tubes side-by-side 
are in process of construction. 


C reedon T ries to P lu s rn L eak. 
The Brooklyn end of one of 
the 
tubes bud been extended about fifteen 
feet beyond the end of the pier line a t 
the foot of J ora lemon street. Tw entj’- 
twro men w ere at work iii the tunnel 
when the accident happened. Creedon 
and his three companions were in the 
fonvard com partm ent working under a 
high pressure of air. 
In a com part­ 
ment back of them eighteen other men 
were a t work. 
This second com part­ 
ment was not affected by the accident, 
as there is a bulkhead between them. 
Creedon was the first to ascertain th at 
the roof of the tunnel w as leaking, and 
th at the air was rushing out into the 
bottom of the E ast river, which was 
about forty feet deep above them. 


H as an E x tra o rd in a ry im p ortan ce. 
W ith sandbags he attem pted to plug 
up the leak, but as he did so tho whole 
roof was blown out and the trem en­ 
dous force of the compressed air drove 
Creedon oat through the hole.

upward rush of air carried him to the 
surface in a twinkling, and he shot 
into the a irV itb great force. B ystand­ 
ers quickly rushed him out of the wat- 
er. 
He was considerably bruised and 
shaken up, but was not dangerously 
hurt. 
Bystanders who saw the man 
shoot to the surface say th at he was 
shot tw enty feet into the air from the 
level of the w’ater. and that his start­ 
ling appearance so frightened several 
Italians laborers on the near-by pier 
th at they took to flight.

FOR REVENGE ON HUSBAND 


Crazy Foreigner Claims to Have Been 


Swindled in Land Deal—is 


Nearly Lynched '

killed 


Rebecca Finkclstcin, aged 30,- wife of

tiy an angry mob. 


Kapeyski, in company with a num- 


ber of other Polish Jews, settled in 
the town of Saratoga, about eleven 
miles from this city,' last summer to 
try their luck at farming. 
Finkclstein 


acted as one of the steering agents 
lor several real estate men in Chi- 
"Ro, ami by his influence these peo- 
ple were induced to come up here. 
To Kapeyski he represented that he 
had a forty acre tract twenty acres 
of which were nicely under cultiva- 
tion and the other twenty 
heavily 


timbered. 
Kapeyski 
upon 
arriving 


liere found that the tract contained 
neither the clearing nor timber, but 
was purely a patch of scrub oak and 
Jack pine, ever since which. time he 
has felt rather angry toward Finkel- 
•tein and many quarrels have result- 


ed because of this transaction. 


Kapeyski had spent the 
last 
of 


$750 which he brought with him from 
the old country and saw nothing in 
return for it. 
He therefore became 


bitter, and this morning a hot discus- 
sion ensued 
between 
Finkelstein's'| 


wife and Kapeyski. during which the 
latter drew a 38 caliber revolver and 
shot Mrs. Finkelstein in the breast, 
killing her immediately. 
;. 


Many of the colony heard the re- 


port of the revolver and hastened to 
the scene and threatened . to lynch 
Kapeyski, but he beat them in a hot 
race to this city. He bears a number 
of marks of violence .on his arms and 
body. -He is cool and indifferent and 
relates calmly the whole affair. 


Finkeistein and Kapeyski lived in 


the same house, the altter on the first 
floor and the former on the second 
floor. Many of the Jewish people in 
this city have attempted to get into 
the cell of the murderer this morn- 
ing, but Sheriff Little has taken all 
the necessary precautions to prevent 
any, violence being done to 
him, if 


such a desire exists.

HIS SENSATIONS 


New 
York, March 2S. — Blown 


through a break in a tunnel in the East 
river by an explosion, carried to the 
surface of the water.and shot twenty 
feet into the air, Richard Creedon, a 
laborer, was rescued only slightly hart. 
His eseape.from death seemed almost 
miraculous. Three of his companions 
were rescued in the tunnel and carried 
out, all painfully, but not seriously, in- 
jured. The men were at work in the 
forward compartment of the railroad 
tunnel under the East river between 
Brooklyn and the battery, which is to 
be used eventually to connect the Man- 
hattan subway lines with 
Brooklyn 


subway lines. Two tubes side-by-side 
are in process of construction. 


Creedon Trie* to Plug • Leah. 


The Brooklyn end of one of 
the 


tubes hs.d been extended about fifteen 
feet beyond the end of the pier line at 
the foot of Joralemoii street. Twenty- 
two men were at work in the tunnel 
when the accident happened. Creedon 
and his three companions were in the 
forward compartment working under a 
high pressure of air. 
Iu a compart- 


ment back of them eighteen other men 
were at work. This second compart- 
ment was not affected by the accident 
ns there is a bulkhead between them. 
Creedon was the first to ascertain that 
the roof of the tunnel was leaking, and 
that the air was rushing'out into the 
bottom of the East river, which was 
about forty feet deep above them. 


Hma an Extraordinary Experience. 


With sandbags he attempted to plug 


up the leak, but as he did so the whole 
roof was blown out and the tremen- 
dous force of the compressed air drove 
Creedon oMt -through the hole. 
The 


upward rush of air carried .him to the 
surface in a twinkling, tud he shot 
into the air>with great force. Bystand- 
ers quickly rushed him out of the wat- 
er. He was considerably bruised and 
shaken up, but was not dangerously 
hurt. 
By.'-tnnders who saw the man 


shoot to tiie surface say that he was 
shot twenty feet into the air from the 
level of the water, and that Ills start- 
ling appearance so frightened several 
Italians laborers on the near-by pier 
that they took to flight. His compan- 
ions were dragged back through the 
tunnel by workmen from the next com- 
partment.

Crimea and Poland Boiling with Discon- 


tent—Von Nolken to I-lre. 


St. Petersburg, 
March '-28. — The 


internal situation is causing great anx- 
iety, though it l.s said .that the "In- 
tellectuals" and tbe educated classes 
generally disapprove of the revolution- 
ary spirit which is permeating 
the 


peasantry and laborers in Poland. The 
Crimea is boiling with discontent, and 
the strong hand of the military force 
has been Invoked to crush the incipient 
revolution at Yalta, near tne emperor's 
summer residence. Tbe spirit of dis- 
order has spread to Sebastopol. Moder- 
ate liberals in-St. Petersburg are be: 
coming alarmed at the situation, re- 
ports having been received 
showing 


that an actual revolutionary propagan- 
da is being pushed with vigor in many 
sections of the empire. 
The authori- 


ties of the government of Samtoff are 
closing the schools there on account of 
the peasant disturbances. 


Warsaw, March 28.—Baron von Nol- 


ken, who was wounded by a bomb Sun- 
day, is believed to be out of danger, 
but he is suffering intensely. Further 
investigation shows thecarewith which 
the plans of tbe conspirators were laid. 
Many persons of tbe poorer class pro- 
ceeding on different streets In the di- 
rection of the palace just before the 
bomb was thrown were warned by per- 


sons evidently posted for tnat pur- 
pose to go in some other direction. 
Tee bomb-thrower's bad aim saved 
Von Nolken'3 life, as the bomb ex- 
ploded behind Von Nolken'a carriage 
instead of underneath. He seems to 
have completely escaped. 


Tbe man who previously threw a 


bomb into the police station at Praga, 
a suburb of Warsaw, injuring &lx po- 
licemen, Is believed to be dying. 
He 


was Injured by a fragment of thebomb 
as well as by bullets flred at him by 
the police.
